HAT is the Meaning of Chrift’s 
Defcent into Hell? 
A. We have had feveral Quefti- 
ons fent us upon this Subject, and 
therefore thallan{wer them all aronce. 
Our Church in the Reign of Edward VI. annex'd 
this Article to a Scripture Paflage, whereby She ap- 
_ propriated it’s meaning to a determind Senfe. Bur, 
in the Reign of Queen El.zcbeth, She cancelld the 


Appropriation, and thence tacitly allow’d her Sons 


to fix their own meaning upon fo difficulr, fo ob- 
{cure an Article. And this isa Liberty very fit to 
‘be indulp’d in the Cate before us fince the Anci- 
enrs were fo little agreed concerning tt. 


In as much as rhe Original “Advs, im one accep- 


tance of the word, figmfies thole Invihible Regions, 
which are the receptac'es of departed Souls, {ome 
therefore thought that Chrift went co that place of 
Separation, without any further conception of it : 
Others concinded, that he went to the Souls of the 
Saints, whom rhey beliew’d to have been detain’d in 
Invifible ar leaft his Affenfion intro 
-feaven : and others contin’d the word to the Re- 
cepracle of the Damn‘d, 


As this Article has been Varioufly grounded on fe- 


veral Texts of Scripture, Bithop Pearfon ( that 
Excellent -Expofiror of the Creed ) rejects moft of 


them. bur parucularly retains a Pafflage in the Pfalms, 


which is moft generally receiv'd as the ftrongeft 
Proof. But wich ali deterence to {o 
and fo general an Opinion, We Hambly beg leave 
ro Enter our Diffent. The Paflage is, Thou fhalt not 
leave my Sculin Hef. Butfince the Original, which 
we Tranflate, Scul. fo often fignifies no more than 
Life, how can we be fure, it has Another meaning 
here. And fince, what we Tranflate, Hell, fo fre- 
quently imperts the Grave, with what certainty can 


we interpret it in another Senfe. And yet am Arti- 


cle of Faith muft he founded upon Pofitive,- Unex- 
ceptionable Proof : Whereas, from fimilar Expreffi- 


ons in the Pfalms, we have good reafon to believe, 
that no more is intended by the words, than, thou 


fhalt raife me from the Dead.»

as mentioned, it is Cited ro no other 


Blameable fince it may fometimes occaGiona greater 
Elegance ; of which this very Book of Pfalms pre- 
fents ns with undoubted inftances. And yet were 
all kinds of Taurolegy difallowable, we cou'd eafily 
acquit this Paflage ot the Charge,tince the firft Sen- 
tence imports, that God wou'd raife Chrift from the 
Grave ; and the fecond denores his very {peedy per- 
formance ot it, 

It this were a Prophecy concerning} the difpofal 
of our Saviour’s Soul after it’s Separation from the 
Body, it is fighly probable, thar ir wou'd be fome- 
where in the New Teftament infitted cn to that pur- 
pole : Whereas the only place, where it is fo much 

purpole than 
in proot of the Refurrection. 

But fince the commencemenr of this Article was 
fo Late; fince all the former Creeds were without 
it, and yet were ftiled by rhe Fathers perfect Sum- 
maries.of Faith; fince when Sr. Pau! mentions 
Chrift’s Death, Burial and Returre€tion, He takes 


-no Notice of his feparate Exiftence, tho’ it Inter- 


veen'd between the lacer Two; We therefore con- 
ceive, that it was Unneceffary, to add this Article, — 
unlefs it were done as a Criterion of the Orthodox, 


Contradiftin@tion ro the Apollinarian Herericks, 


who denied,that our Lord had an Humane Soul. And 
yet the Compofers of this Doubrful Asticle mighr 
more Directly have exprefs'd his Humane Soul,and 
that grounded upcen the Plaineft Scripture, fince it is 
exprefly faid, that He Grew in Wifdom. And fure- 
ly Growrh or Improvement in Wildom is utterly in- 
coniftent with that Divinity, which, according to 
the Apollinarian Hyputhc fis, fupplied the defect of

Each Trooper 
aad Dregoon brings with him, 2 Fateines, which are to 
be made ule ot to cover che Men againtt the Cannon of 
he Fort. tor want of Earth, che ground about it being 
fallet Rocks. The Letters from Duffeldorp Aug. rth. 
Adyide. chat an Expreisarrived there that Morning with 
the welcome News, That General H ifter, having on 
the 21 Inftant, attack’d the Malecontents before Neu- 
ferrel, entirely detcated them, kiltd 69000 upon the 
Spot, and took 500 Prifouers, befides all their Artiile- 
ry and the greatelt part of their Baggage. The Fight 
continued from ro inthe Morning till 9 at Nighr. The 
The Advites from Muhlberg Aug. 18, are, That the De- 
ferters who datly come over from the Enemy, unani- 
roully report, that a Detachment has been feat from 
that Army for Dauphine; but fince ir does not confit of 
Entire Regiments or Batalions,but only of Draughts out 
ot Each Regunent, che Number 1s not known.
